29th; "On Wounded 
Knee Greek Ibis morning while the soldiers 
were dicarming Big Foot and his band, 
after their surrender, a fight took place 
which rtsn.tHd in the killing of about three 
hundred Indians and several soldiers, in- 
cluding Captain Wallace, with a number of 
wounded. Two Strike and party, who were 
camped on tb« White Clay river, just bslosr 
Bed Cloud's house, opened fire on the 
agency from the hill-top, opposite the 
boarding school, wounding two soldiers. 
The police returned the fire, killing two of 
Two Strike's Indians and wounding two 
others. Two Strike and bis band have re- 
treated in a northwesterly direction from 
the agency, and it is supposed he is trying 
to make liis way back to tie Bad Lands. 
Thus far the Pine Bidge Indians have 
taken no active part in the war, 
bat Big 


Foot, Slow Bear, Kicking Bear and T»o 
Strike's bands nave been and are active in 
the dipturbanoe."

Kose biscottines are indeed a novelty, 


and if properly mado aro far superior tp 
the world famous Shrewsbury cakes. 
JTor 5 o'clock tea they are a decided in- 
novation and ure unique in every way. 
Thoso who would make these lovely lit- 
tle morsels to perfection must keep ex- 
clusively to tho proportions of the differ- 
ent ingredients and likawiso be careful 
that the biscottines aro not overbaked 
nor burnt in any way. Take 


One pqimd. Jino, dry pastry flour. 
Eight ounces Castor sugai. 
Eight ounces butter (fresh). 
One-half ounce finely sifted biscuit 


powder. 


A hock glassful of rose water. 
Two ecgd, 
Tho flour and biscuit powder should 


be sifted together, and then the other in- 
gredients well rubbed into them. The 
sugar should now be mixed thoroughly, 
and a space made in tho center of the 
lot, in which the eggs and rose water 
should be poured. Btfr everything well 
together and produce a nice, firm, stiff 
paste. Roll this out into a sheet rather 
less than ono-eighth of an inch thick, 
and then stamp the biscottines out of it 
with a small, fluted edged, oval hand cut- 
ter.

A dispatch from Albnqnerqu*1, N M,, 


eays: "Recently E. W. Wilton, a mi-e- 
owner a few miles north of this city, acci- 
dentally discovered what is undoubtedly a 
prehistoric Miiplti&g furnace tbnt posaxfsea 
more than oidianry interest, i oc <rj'y to 
the arcLroulogisIs, but to scieut'fic men and 
miners. Near tha fuinjue a b.ir of pnie 
silver bullion was found, sineltej beyond 
doubt, and refined in just mob a furnace 
as will be openecfo^it Monday iu tho fr s- 
enoe of the Goiej^inent Comn.i sion sen 
there by the lotehor Depnrtment for (hot 
purpose. 


"Tn» furnace ia filled with ore—filled by 


its builders and was never fired. The 
furnace is not larger lhau a common 
baker's oven, still by some proofs", not 
now known, it reduceJ and refined the 
most refracloty ores. 


"It h hoped that the opening of this 


furnace will give some insight into tbie 
anoiant secret, and if so will show that 
I?ew Mexico ore can be worked cheaply and 
more effeotiiely than by any of the costly 
processes BOW known." 


The furnace above descr.bed was doubt- 


less built and operated by Mexican miners 
who were killed by Indians. The Mexicans 
are able to do good woik with their adobe 
furnaces that will hold no more than 600 
pounds of ore. The Mexicans who were 
the first owners of the Mexican mine, on 
the ConiBtook, put up one of iBesa "baby" 
furnaces. 
It was used as a test furnace. 


They turned nut many handsome little 


s, and having satisfied themselves in re- 


gard to the nature of the oro then began 
working it on a large scale by the patio 
process. 


When the mines of Cerro Gordo wtre 


firat discovered tha owners were noarly all 
Mexicans. The ore being of the smelting 
variety, they put up u great number of 
these miniature furnaces, each minor smelt- 
ing his own ore. 
At one time thfre was a 


flourishing littlu Mexican, town ht Cerro 
Gordo. 
As they reduced their ores on the 


ground, refining it alto, they had nolhing 
heavier to pick over the mountains to Cal- 
ifornia than fbeir bare of bullion,

Glycerine as a Wool Preservative. 


In order to make wool tissues wate 


proof manufacturers have to expose'th 
fabric to temperatures aa high ns 2661 
284 degs. Fahrenheit, and it has bee 
found thai the tissue thus treated lose 
all its resistance. Up to 230 degs. ther 
is no change jn wool or woolen goods 
but when heated to 266 degs. or abov 
both turn yellow and show evidences o 
combustion. By a series of experimon 
Mr. J. Perzog, an eminent French an 
alytical chemist, has discovered a new 
i/rocessby means cf which wool threads 
aad fabrics maj be made to retain their 
durability and criminal resistance under 
high temperature ilnring the process of 
manufacture. 


Acting upon the established fact that 


glycerine greatly pro vents evaporation 
of humidity, Mr. Perzog saturated some 
•woolen fabrics with a solution contain- 
ing 10 per cent, of glycerine, and ex- 
posed them to high temperatures. The 
fabrics thus treated showed not the 
slightest change under a temperature of 
284' degs. Fahrenheit, and they retained 
18 per cent, cf the glycerine. The dis- 
covery of this simple principle removes 
one of the greatest difficulties with 
•which manufacturers 
of waterproof 


fabrico have had to contend.—Philadel- 
phia Ktcoril. 


About Torpedo Boat*. 


The next most important thing to 


speed in a torpedo boat is tho quick 
turning, and for this purpose the larger 
Normand, Schicau and Yarrow boats 
have two rudders, one in the usual place 
at the stern and one under the bow. 
Mr. Thornycroft has another device. 
He puts two curved rudders near the 
stern and the propeller is between them, 
so that when tho rudders are turned to- 
gether, the water which the propeller is 
driving astern is turned a little to ono 
side and helps to push around the boat 


The latest idea in torpedo boats is to 


have their launching tubes mounted on 
turn tables on deck instead of being 
filed in the bow. With this improve' 
meut ft boat will not have to steam 
gf-aight at her enemy, stop, launch its 
torpedo and then turn to run away; but 
it can train its tube on the big ship as iJ 
the tube were a gun, and launch the tor- 
pedo while rusting past at full speed 
This would be leas dangerous, for the 
torpedo boat, for it would not afford the 
men on the ship a good aim at her.—
